Portamouth, Ohio, April 12. — The 
Ohio River at this point claimed Ita 
first victims of the season when L<eon- 
ard Warnock, u, and Aubray Warn- 
ock, 19, and Thomas Trultt. 45, were 
drowned. 

The akUt la which they were crosa- 
iBg tha-rirar vpaat The two other oc- 
enpaato of tha boat, Barry Wamock, 
t6. and larl RonlMt ST. aarrowljr 
cMsapod a aimOar talbt, balag waakea-. 
ed by tha buSatiag water aad about 
ready to ralaasa tkair hold vbaa laa- 
cued. 

The three vlctlmi, two Ot whom 
were brothers, illpped from the over- 
turned boat Into the river when the 
rescue party was only about 26 yards 
away. The five men were employed at 
the N. & W. shops here and were all 
resldenta of FuUerton, Ky., and vicin- 
ity. No attempt has yet been made to 
locate their bodies, the condition of 
the river making It Impoeaible for 
•aanhlag pirUea to avao-kaglB work.

It is alleged, 
shot Ofllcer Barkley through the stom- 
ach while In Arnold's drug store In 
Georgetown about 3 o'clock Tuesday 
nioraing. 

Barklo) died ut 9:15 o'clock Tues- 
day inoruing at the John Graves Ford 
Memorial hospital, Georgetown, fol- 
lowing an operation. 

Banka was t^ken to Lesl|gton when 
strong feeling ts said to have gained 
headway and It was deemed advlsabla 
to remove hli£ irom Oaorgetown. 

PoUeoman i Barkley and Parklas 
were attempting to catch Banks, who 
tor abont two weeks Is claimed by of- 
ficers to have been entering the drug 
store through a third story window 
and has been stealing whiisky and 
brandy In small quantities. 

Banks, who was formerly employed 
by the dru;? company, was suspected 
and Saturduy night Is said to have 
been seen entering the store througV 
the the third floor window. 

Since then Will Perkins, as watch 
man, had been stationed in the store 
every night 

Banks was not seen there, however, 
until early Tuesday morning. 

Enerfng through the same window 
he Is alleged to have used on previous 
visits. Banks turned on a light on the 
third floor and examined the saHe 
which is located at one end ot the 
room.

The liypocrisy of those countries responsible for the policies of 
the league of nations has never been more strikingly in o-idonce than 
iin the recent agrement for teh adjustment of differences with Tur- 
key, JVir from carrying aut the loudly apphiuded declaration of Mr. 
Lloyd George in 1917 that the day of the Turk in Europe had ended, 
this new arrangement practically returns to Turkey the European 
holdings that were taken from her daring the war. The foreign min- 
isters in session at Paris have agree to turn over to the Turks a part 
oi Trace, to leave Constantinople under Turkish control, and to re- 
store Turkish sovereignty over Armenia and the Armenians. The 
abandonment of the Armenians to almost certain slaughter is the out- 
standing feature of this program. 

The covenant of the league of nations eontains this highly altru- 
istic passage: "Certain communities formerly belonging to the Turk- 
is Empire have reached a stage of development where their exi«tene< 
as independent nations can be provisionally recognized, subject to 
the rendering of administrative advice and assistatnee by a man- 
datory until auch time as they are able to stand alone. The w ishes of 
these Gomnumities must be a principal consideration in the selection 
of the mandatory." 

The scramble of the allies for mandates over Syria, Mesopotamia, 
and Palestitne is .a very reoent memory. Those territories contained 
rich oil deposits an dother natnral resonrees coveted by the countries 
that were parcelling out the mandates. But Armenia held no such 
riches and offered problems of administration that were shunned by 
each of the allies. It will be remembered that they prevailed upon 
former President WilRon to ask Congress to accept a mandate for the 
United States over Armenia, and he actulaly did make such a request 
of the Senate. It was promptly turned down, after Wen. Harbord had 
made a personal inspection of Armenian conditions and had reported 
that it would cost this country upwards of tSOiliOOO.OOO a year to 
maintain order there. 

The allies have dodged the Armenian issue ever since the arinis- 
tiee, and their ministers now refer to the problem in the following 
paragraph that is to form >\ part of the agreement with Turkey : "The 
situation of the Armenians has received sjjeeial consideration as much 
on acconnt of the obligation com : acted by the allied powers during 
the war as on account of the cruel suffering endured by that people. 
Consequently the aid of the league of nations is sought, in addition 
to the provisions made for the protection of minorities, with a view 
to satisfying the traditional aspirations of the Armenian people and 
the establishment of a national home for them. " 

Of course thte council of the league of nations is but a disguise 
for the very countries whose ministers drew up the above remarkable 
declaration. If thonse cotutries will not undertatke to protect Ar 
lacnia setting through a mandate, they will hardly trj- to do so act in 
through the league of nations. The truth is that Armenia is to be 
abandoned to the Turks, the traditional program of bloodshed and 
oppression in that unhappy eoimtrjr is to be revived, and further 
mockery is to be made of the leagne covenant, the preamUf of which 
■ays its object is "to achieve international peace and seeority."

•ay. The profits from these fleeces 
make up from one-fourth to one-third 
of the total Income from the state's 
flocks, the chief object of the Ken 
lucky sheep raiser bcinK the produc- 
tion of lambs :or market. It is said 

1. ate-shearcd fleeces are heavier than 
the earlly sheared because the fiber 
I'as grown slightly longer and more 
.volk has been secreted, U is clalnicd 

Proper attention to the handling of 
the wool crop offers possibilities for 
materially increasing the inoone from 
the flocks, according to J. Horlaeh 
er, in charge of the College of Agri- 
culture sheep work. Some of the enf- 
gsstlonis he has outlined for shearing 
follow: 

"Remove burs before shearing. 

"Never shear wet sheep. 

"Keep the sheep in dry, clean pens 
that are free from dust 

"Hare the ibearlag floor smooth, 
clean and bright. 

"Keep straw and trash oat of the 
wool. 

'Remove the fleece In one piece 
without any second cuts. 

"Roll the fleece toward the neck, 
flesh aide oat 

"Tie with a strand of wool or paper 
twine. 

"Use only two strings to the fleece, 
one each way. 
"Do not roll or tie the fleece too 

tighUy. 

"Immediately after shearing, pack 
the fleece in wool sacks. One sack 

should hold from 17S to 100 pounds. 
"Store the sacks In a dry place."

It i.s a wcl known fact 
Ihat Texas turnod its face away from 
freo trade some ycar.s a.i^o, although it 
has not yet mi:sterej up courage to 
send a rroteciionlst to the United 
Slates Senate. Last November, how- 
ever, Texas drew a long breath and 
elected a Republican to the Lower 
Mouse, Representative Wurzbach, of 
Scguln wh^ has been serving his state 
to generaat satisfaction. 

Laat year Hon John Kirby. of Peach 
Tree Village, Tyler county, Texas, and 
also of Hotiston, assumed leadership 
of the Southern Tariff Congroes and 
began an active campaign In the LOne 
Star State to sccuro converts to the 
lirotectlvo doctr;ne. They came for- 
nai-d In droves. KIrby was fornierlv 
a political aupuorter of Reiire.icntativc 
Jack Garner, whose solicitude tor the 
Te.xas goat has been one of the "toui li- 
llngest" things in the tariff dobotes 
ot the past decade. When thr> Temo- 
crats placed wool on the free list in 
i»13, (Jamer saved his goats with a 
10 per cent duty on goat hair. Kirby 
lis now said to be dissatisfied with 
Qaroer't one-Idea attitude, and may 
go ater the senatorial togaa, running 
Culberson Into retirement. 

On Alarch Itfih Senajpr Sheppard 
inserted In the Cousresslcnal Record 
an editorial fwm the Fort Worth. 
(Texas) Star-T-legram "on tho sub- 
ject of the proper tariff policy toward 
the South." The article quotes Col. 
Ike Pryor, chairman of the tariff 
schedule committee of the Southern 
Tarid Cottgmss as saying: "We have 
Indorsed the schedules filed by the 
western tariff bloc with the Senate 
Finance (H>mmlttee" on meat* and un- 
washed wool; "we have, taken excep- 
tion to the bloc ratea en hides," and 
they want twice those mtee; and men- 
tion is made of "Important southern 
items net Included In the western tar- 
iff bloc and on which tariff duties 
have been requested by the tariff as- 
socctatlon which are peanuts, pecans, 
sugar, graphite, manganese, and pe- 
troleum, and rates will be fixed Wed- 
nesday by the Southern Tariff Con- 
gress on thees articles" The Star- 
Telegram then declares; "Tho great 
obstacle which .stands In tho way ot 
obtaining proper recognition for the 
southern products is the attitude of 
most of the Democratic Congressmen 
and SeiMtors on this matter. . . . They 
are asaumlng an attitude ot opposi- 
tion to thee ntire program." 

On March 2Sth, Senator Sheppard 
placed in the Congressional Record 
two tlegrams on the subject of a tariff 
on vegetable oils, signed by Texas In- 
terests.
